Claims 1-2, 5-10, 13-14 and 16 are allowed 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious the recited combination, 
including the concepts of mapping a data word unchanged if the sign of its RDS is 
different than the sign of the current RDS for a code word sequence, but complementing 
the data word if the signs are the same. 

U.S. Patent 6,961 ,010 to Tsang constrains RDS values for a sequence of 
successive code words. U.S. Patent 6,430,230 to Cunningham et al inverts data 
words on the basis of RDS and disparity. U.S. Patent 5,450,443 to Siegel et al 
accumulates a running sum for first moment values [Fig. 1:16]. U.S. Patent 4,408,1 89 
to Betts et al selectively inverts words to limit RDS values for quaternary-level symbols.
